But the means taken to protect the sheds, 
make repairs and removo snow-alides oc­ 
curring in the Sierra Nevada, have been so 
complete that interruption to travel from 
this "source has been reduced to a nominal 
condition. 
Tr.en came Hoods at Green 
river. 
But of late the interruption to the 
operation of the northern transcontinental 
route has been still further eastward. The 
Missouri, overflowing it3 banks, caused a 
blockade at Council Bluffs and Omaha. But, 
bad as the Missouri river blockade has been, 
railroad men say that the floods in Ohio have 
done a vast deal more damage to railroad 
traffic than anything that has yet occurred. 
For instance, cases of dry goods have re­ 
cently been received in San Francisco 
which had been detained at Toledo, Ohio, 
by flood, partly submerged and then frozen 
into a solid mass, in which condition they 
were received by the consignees. 
The 
Californian sunning himself on a balmy 
May day can scarcely realize the rigorous 
condition of the 
climate 
beyond 
the 
Rockies until he sees a case of damaged 
and ice-bound merchandise from the frozen 
North. 
W hat interruptions there have 
been to railroad traffic on the southern 
transcontinental ronte, it may be men­ 
tioned, has thus far occurred beyond the 
eastern line of the Pacific States and Ter­ 
ritories. 
It may be that the railroad com­ 
panies on this side of the continent have 
profited by th tir early experience, aud 
taken greater psm3 to protect tlieir prop­ 
erty against the dangers which beset them 
from the elements.

COMMUNITY CO OPERATION. 


MISSIONARY TROUBLE IN INDIA. 
A dispatch front Calcutta states that five 
missionaries have been arrested in that city 
for etreet preaching. The probability is 
that these persons have thought it their 
duty to violate the compact made between 
the Knglieh Government and the people of 
Hindostán to the effect that no effort 
should be made to interfere with the native 
religions. It is unfortunately and diEertd- 
itably true that th¡3 compact has beea 
more or less openly broken front the be­ 
ginning, but we believe the truth to be 
that the Government has been overborne 
by the pressure of pious fanaticism, and 
has thus winked at missionary proceedings 
which ought not to have been permitted. 
As however the missionaries are sure to 
take au ell if they arc given an inch, 
it is probable that they have now eo 
far exceeded the license allowed them 
that their proselytizing has beeome 
not only offensive but dangerous. 1 he 
natives of India of course venerate their 
religions, and resent the onslaughts made 
upon them by the mirsionaries. 
The 
causes of disaffection in India are numer­ 
ous enough without adding tc them want­ 
only, and so it seems to have been thought 
proper to apply the police law- to these 
reckless bigots. The fact that missionary 
work in India has never produced any 
solid results beyond the expenditure of an 
enormous amount of money which could 
have been better used at home, has of 
course a claim to consideration in this con­ 
nection. The missionaries are accused of 
having done a great deal of harm in India, 
and practically no good whatever. They 
have always been looked upon with dis­ 
trust and disfavor by the civil authorities 
and it is the opinion of the most compe­ 
tent judges that their wholesale deporta­ 
tion would be a most salutary and bene- 
lkeat measure. 
GOVERNOR 
STANFORD OH 
TATION. 
TRANS?0R- 


The views expressed by Governor ¡Stan­ 
ford to a New York reporter the other day 
are sufficiently familiar in this State, but 
some ot them must have been almost reve­ 
lations to the transmontane public. The 
subject of the influence of location upon 
transportation charges is one which has 
not been publicly discussed at the Mast to 
any considerable extent. The common 
idea entertained there appears to have 
been that no matter what the location of 
a town, or what its relations to river or 
ocean routes, it ought to have the same 
transportation facilities. Governor Stan­ 
ford points out that it is quite possible for 
a place to be so eituitsd a3 that it cannot 
possess the most economical transporta- 
ti >n, anil that in such a case there ¡3 
no remedy for those who occupy this 
kind of poeitiou, but to remove. For ex­ 
ample, a man lives at the top of a high 
mountain. It is clear that it must be 
more difficult to do bis transportation than 
if he lived on a level plain, and nothing 
can remove the disadvantages imposed on 
him by his situation. It is the same with 
a town which is not protected by r.v< r or 
ocean competition. It must I ear the pen­ 
alties of an unfavorable location, and it is 
neither just nor reasonable that the rail­ 
roads should be mulcted to compensate for 
such natural drawbacks. Inequalities of 
this kind are of course unavoidable. They 
are like the irregularities of stature and 
physical and mental powers, which exist 
between men. There is no way by which 
they can be obviated, and no laws can be 
found which will equalize such matters. 
A HORRIBLE STORY. 
The story told by the dispatches about 
Messy Helfmann, the Nihilist girl, is from 
Paris, and therefore to be received with 
strong suspicion, apart from the almost in ¡ 
credible character of tiie statement. Were , 
it a story of any other country than lius- 
sia indeed it might be dismissed at once 
as a palpable fiction. But unhappily there ¡ 
are too many reasons for believing that in 
Knaaia police brutality is capable of 
being carried to great lengths, and that in 1 
a case like this, where the victim was a 
condemned regicide, there could be little j 
temptation to refrain from indulgence in 
such brutality. If the frightful narrative 
is true, however, it will certainly have the 
effect of intensifying the hatred of the 
Nihilists, and sooner or later they will 
take their revenge. When a Govern­ 
ment descends to the ineffable cruelty 
and baseness involved in the torture of a 
woman, and above all of a woman in such ' 
’ 
# 
I 
a condition, it is difficult to refrain from 
thinking that the administration of glass 
bombs in auy department of that Govern- . 
ment would bo no more than just and 
reasonable, hefc us hope however that the 
story is false, and that the new reign has 
not been soiled by so revolting a piece of 
cruelty. 


The rapid growth of cities and States 
is by no meau3 invariably duo to natural 
advantages. Many instances of success 
have occurred in which very ordinary ad­ 
vantages were made to produce the 
greatest effect, through the hearty and 
intelligent co-operation of the community. 
The most magnificent natural resources 
have failed to induce a high state of civil­ 
ization and prosperity in Mexico. 
In 
New England, on the other hand, the in­ 
domitable industry and determination of 
Anglo-Saxons wrested success from the 
most unpromising materials. Economy of 
force and directness of purpose are always 
gained by harmonious and concentrated 
action. There is no community so poor 
or so badly situated that it cannot by 
concerted and persistent action improve its 
condition, and there is no situation £0 
naturally advantageous as to be capable of 
overcoming the paralyzing effects of com­ 
munity discord and indolence. 
It has 
lor years been a common complaint in 
California that this Slate did not receive 
its fair share of settlement. Many Cali­ 
fornia towns have in like manner sat still 
and grumbled because their growth was 
slow aud feeble. But the truth is that 
California has grown just as fast as Bhe 
deserved to grow, and has experienced 
returns of settlement precisely equal 
to the force she expended in attracting 
immigration. 
If we desire to learn how States can lie 
built up by their own people, we have only 
to look at Kansas. There a system of 
State immigration has been established. 
The whole people have united to induce 
settlement. 
They have gone into the 
work as into a business. 
They have 
spent money upcu it. They have sent 
out agents all over Europe. They have 
so perfected all their arrangements that 
to-day /i man living in any part of Europe 
may bay Kansas lands, step on to a train 
or boat, and with one set cf tickets make 
his way direct to the farm he ha3 pur­ 
chased, without doubt, danger or diffi­ 
culty. The consequence is that Kansas 
has grown faster than any other State in 
the Union, and has prospered more. Cali­ 
fornia could have done the same, but her 
people have always lacked the co operative 
instinct, and so whenever a State scheme 
of immigration was proposed, it was vio­ 
lently attacked and denounced as some 
kind of a plan for promoting private in­ 
terests. In fact our people have been so 
dreadfully afraid of doing any good to one 
another indirectly that they have ended 
by abandoning all concerted action, and 
for several years have been jealously 
watching OEe another, and looking for 
opportunities to thwart their neighbors’ 
plans. 
We have besides duriDg all this time 
been so eDgaged in fouling our own nest 
that we have at last succeeded in giving 
the State a bad reputation abroad. The 
cry of land monopoly, which, though hav­ 
ing a basis in fact, was always very 
greatly exaggerated, has deterred settle­ 
ment incalculably. The fierce factional 
combats in which our producers and mid­ 
dlemen and consumers aud transportation 
agents have been engaged nearly all the 
time, have produced the impression abroad 
that we were a disorganized and anarchic 
community, Had we possessed leaders 
capable of uniting the people upon plans 
of general benefit, and possessed of the 
necessary courage and firmness to face 
down the carping and slanderous ten­ 
dencies which have hitherto discouraged 
and defeated every attempt in thi3 direc­ 
tion, we might have had half a million 
more people here to-day than we have. It 
is the same with many of our towns. 
They do not grow fast, because they lack 
the spirit of corporate enterprise. The 
familiar and stupid apprehension lest some­ 
body should benefit by public expendi­ 
tures prevents them from being made. 
It requires boldness and foresight to do the 
things which bring large results, and these 
qualities never go with the narrow jealousy 
referred to. 
Sacramento is in a position to produce 
considerable results by the adoption of such 
a policy as we are discussing. She ought 
to make the State Fair exhibition every 
year a question of corporate enterprise, 
apart from what the State does. She 
ought to put money, and time, and care 
upon it, as a solid business enterprise. See 
how New Orleans, and Memphis, ami St. 
I.ouis have helped themselves with their 
annual Maid: Cras festivals. The people 
of those cities unite to make these celebra­ 
tions so attractive that they bring fifty, 
seventy-five, a hundred thousand people to 
the spot every year, and these visitors 
spend millions. This is really judicious ad­ 
vertising, and it pays infallibly, as judi­ 
cious advertising always will. Cities and 
States desiring growth and increased busi­ 
ness and population must hold out induce­ 
ments. This is an age of sharp competi­ 
tion, and the weakest and most indolent 
go to the wall. 
Sacramento needs more of the co opera­ 
tive spirit. 
She wants a creditable thea­ 
ter, inviting places of resort in her drives, 
constant attention to the many littie tilings 
which make all the difference tetweeu a 
dull and an attractive city. She ought to 
begin cow to prepare for her Fourth of 
July celebration, if she means to have one, 
and she ought to make up her mind to do 
well whatever she undertakes. There is 
nothing so costly as false economy in these 
matters. They are all in the direct line 
of advertising, and they must be done 
handsomely, or they had better be left un­ 
done. The adoption of a consistent and 
liberal programme, by the Slate and by its 
municipalities, is what is required now. 
We have rested on our oars too long. We 
have relied too much upon natural advan­ 
tages. If we expect to keep pace with 
such States as Kansas we must now put 
our shoulders to the wheel, and see what 
community enterprise and co operative ac­ 
tion will accomplish.

day. If Mr. Conkling asks a re-election on 
the express ground that he is the enemy of 
the Administration, he practically puts 
himself in the position of a Democrat. He 
cannot even call himself an Independent, 
for the first requirement of political 
independence is neutrality, and he is not 
neutral, hut distinctly hostile to the Re­ 
publican Administration. How, then, can 
Republicans support him, or how can they 
expect that Republicans will be bound by 
any cancns proceedings arranged in his 
interest ? The plain fact is that the mo­ 
ment Mr. Conkling’s name is placed before 
that caucus, it must cease to have any 
significance as a party machinery. Does 
any man imagine, for example, that if the 
name of Hill of Georgia w as presented to 
a Republican caucus, and received a ma­ 
jority of the votes, that the minority 
would 
be 
bound to submit to that 
decision ? 
As 
a matter of course 
they would not. As a m atter of course 
the very essence of the caucus principle 
Í3 loyalty to partisanship. Mr. Conkling 
ha3 walked outside of the Republican 
party, aud he has no right to expect that 
Republicans will elect him as an Indepen­ 
dent or as as a Democrat. 
This being the 
common sense view of the situation, we do 
not think that any’ stress can be laid upon 
the caucus proceedings. These proceedings 
cannot bind Republican members to vote 
for Mr. Conkling. On the contrary, his own 
declarations of his intention to tight the 
Administration, if re-elected, render it the 
duty of every Republican to see to it that 
he is not re-elected. The Republican legis­ 
lators cf New York at all events know by 
this time that their constituents do not 
wish them to vote for Conkling, and will 
not forgive them for doing eo. If, there­ 
fore, they do vote for him, they must not 
only break faith with their party, but with 
their constituencies, and it is not probable 
that ilia majority are prepared to take this 
course, for no belter reason than to con­ 
vert themselves into “ half-breeds” aud to 
split their organization into fragments.

MINING NOTES. 
One week’s run at the Idaho mine lately 
cleaned up £1-1,000. 
Work has begun on the Corral Flat mine, 
Calaveras county. 
After months of delay the Calistoga Re­ 
duction Company will begin operations 
coon. 
Large deposits of good coal have lately 
been found in Sorocco county, New Mex­ 
ico. 
The Rainbow quartz mine is proving 
rich. Recently three men in one day 
pnunded out 29 pounds of gold. 
The inclined tunnel on the Empire City 
n.ine, Calaveras county, has reached gravel 
at a depth of about 400 feet. 
At the Plumas National the returns 
from the free gold in the batteries have 
improved. The sulphuret works are run­ 
ning well. 
George McNeal, at the crossing of Sal­ 
mon river, Siskiyou county, recently 
cleared up £1,100, the result of two 
months’ run. lie only has one helper. 
Prospecting in the vicinity of Freder­ 
icksburg, Alpine county, shows that there 
are several ledges of gold and silver-bearing 
copper ores that seem to deserve further 
attention. 
It will be well to remember that the 
value of a mine depends upoot what is in it 
—not what has been taken out; nor does it 
depend on the value of some other property 
in the vicinity. 
The heaviest mining Bile ever made in 
Southern New Mexico was the recent pur­ 
chase of a number of mioes in Like Yallej- 
District for §450,000. George O. Roberts, 
of New York, was the chief investor. 
Placer mining is again coming into con­ 
siderable prominence, and it is predicted 
that the yield of the placer mines of Cali­ 
fornia, Colorado and New Mexico this year 
will considerably exceed that of several 
years past. 
Parties who have been giving some atten­ 
tion to Boulder Hill, Alpine county, are 
confident that they have made discoveries 
that show a relation between the rich rock 
there found, and the ledges of Monitor 
Mountain. 
Tiernan and others who made the recent 
discovery of quartz on Banner Hill, Grass 
Valley, have just had Lit tons of ore 
crushed. The result was §70 per ton, or 
§945, in free gold and enough sulphurets to 
bring the total product up to §1,000. 
Quite a lively business is said to be 
springing up in Genesee valley, Plumas 
county, on account of the reopening of the 
copper mines near there. The new com­ 
pany go ahead as though they meant busi­ 
ness, and already have 150 tons of ore on 
the Cosmopolitan dump. 
The editor of the Homer Imlex says of a 
mining claim : “ There was a netw-ork of 
little veins and threads of quartz running 
in all directions, and about the center of it 
was a monument bearing a mining notice, 
which declared that ‘this vein runs 1,500 
feet in a wobbling direction.’” 
The new gold field in the Judith moun­ 
tains, Montana, promises to prove quite 
rich and extensive. There are about 75 
miners there. Three gulcl.cs are being 
successfully worked, and j raspects are 
found in a number of others. The three 
principal gulches are the Maiden, Warm 
•Spriug8 and Alpine. 
Saj s the Inyo hi'lrpendenl: Beveridge 
is fast coming to the front as a rich gol 1- 
producing districri A number of liue gold 
quartz ledges in this camp are as yet un­ 
touched, which might be turning out 
thousands of dollars every month, il some 
enterprising parties would take hold and 
go to work on them. 
John Fori S. Co., les-ees of the Ford & 
Mullen claim, on New Yoik Hill, Grafcs 
Valley, lately finished a run of thirty loads 
of quariz which gave a yield of £3,051 57, 
or over £100 per load. This clean-up gave 
the lessees over §4 per day for their labor, 
after paying the owners of the ground 50 
per cent, of the gro38 proceeds. 
Tne Minor gives a very flattering account 
of the great mines of Butte, Montana. It 
says: “ I’he average yield of the Alice 
mine is eighty tons per day, and it crrqiloys 
100 men underground. The Moulton has 
a three foot vein which averages 200 
ounces per ton. A large number of uncu 
are employed in excavating the foundation 
for the uciv 40-stamp mill.1’ 


It is not easy to understand the “ true 
“ inwardness” of Mr. Conkling’s alleged 
reliance upon the Republican caucus. He 
has allowed it to be proclaimed by his 
friends that if he is to be re-clected it must 
be with the distinct understanding that ho 
will return to Washington to fight the 
Administration. That means to fight the 
Republican party, for it is undeuiablc th t 
the results of such a contest must be most 
injurious to that party, líut the Republi­ 
can members of the New York Legislature 
are bound to consider the interests of their 
party first. W hat is the caucus of which 
so much is being said just now Í It is 
neither more nor less than a machinery for 
securing unity to the action of the party, 
on political questions. This being the 
case, how is it possible for Mr. C onkliD g’s 
friends to ask Republicans to pledge them­ 
selves to support him ? They could only 
take such pledges at the sacrifice of their 
party standing. A caucus in which a ma­ 
jority of men friendly to Conkling under­ 
take to coerce a minority unfriendly 
to him, cannot be regarded as a Republican 
caucus. That is as clear as the sun at noon.

Cornell as a Candidate- Ilnrrors Prom­ 
ised by Conkling. 
New York, May 24th.—The Tima' Al­ 
bany special says : Should Cornell declare 
himself a candi late, he will withdraw from 
Conkling and the Administration people, and 
would present a loophole of escape. The 
“ half-bieeds” d i not like him any too well, 
but to beat Conkling they would compromise 
on the devil and make him United States 
Senator. W hat makes Cornell specially res­ 
tive is the prominence given Arthur in the 
scrape, and the feud between the two men, 
which is of long standing and personally very 
bitter, is liable to break out any minute.

1 had prepared and 
printed in the meantime cert tin facts that had been 
forwarded to me from California by reliable parties, 
but have not been filed until to-day. 
In the interval Mr. Dodge has arrived here, and 
presented his reply, which 1 have carefully ex- 
sniiu.id, and in my judgm ent they do not contro­ 
vert in a single essential the facts involved in the 
controversy. Should you think, however, that his 
reply is sufficienct aud fully exonerating him, of 
course you will take no further action in the mat­ 
ter. I also call for certain information, material in 
the case, which Mr. Dodge says he cannot aud has 
not furnished. 
1 desire now to file said pamphlet, with other 
formulated charges, and then leave the m atter in 
your hands to deal with as may seem lo you most 
projier, and to make such charges public or not. as 
you may determine. It will he charged by Mr. 
Dodge's friends that my motive in submitting tiiese 
charges was that Mr. Dodge dismissed frcui the 
Mint several of my friends. To this I will say that 
while I feel hurt that he should, from any cause, 
real or imaginary, see fit to visit his wrath upon the 
heads of uuoffending employes in the Mint for any 
act of mine for which they were not responsible 
and could not control, 1 will freely admit that I 
commenced the investigation of his management of 
the Mint originally for these reasons, but in the 
course of such investigations, facts of such a char­ 
acter have been developed that the dismissal of 
skilled employes of the Mint, because they were 
my friends, sinks into comparative insignificance. 
I ask for no action on the jiart of the Department 
but such as is warranted by the facts, and respect­ 
fully ask that Mr. Dodge be given a fair hearing ar.d 
ample opportunity to defend himself from any and 
all the charges I have preferred, aud that your ac­ 
tion may be governed by a high sense of justice, 
with a view to the rights of all and the dignity of 
the Government. 
1 will hold in\self in readimss at nil times to 
make good each and every charge submitted by me, 
so as to relieve the President and yourself from any 
embarrassment in this m atter, and also relieve my 
colleague in the Senate, General Miller, iron, bear­ 
ing the responsibility of taking sides with cither, 
that might seemingly place him in a false position. 
You will bear me out in saving that I have not 
sought Mr. Dodge's removal in order to put a friend 
iu Ids place, as I have not suggested any one as his 
successor, and shsii not do so. Therefore it cannot 
he truthfully said that my object is to control the 
Mint patronage. 1 am, with great respect, your

The detailed charges referred to in the fore­ 
going letter as filed have not yet been made 
public. It is learned, however, that the prin­ 
cipal one is that Superintendent Dodge has 
illegally and corruptly charged against the 
Government about £22,000 loss on low-grade 
and refractory bullion received by him from 
certain favored parties, especially the Anglo- 
Californian Bank, which loss, under the law, 
should have been paid by the parties for 
whom the bullion was ported and refined.

THE ARREST OF FATHER SHKLIIT AND DILLON. 
L ondon, M ay. 24th.—In the House cf 
CommoLS to-day, O’Donnell, Home Ruler 
membsr for Dungarven, speaking in snppert 
of the resolution on the arrest of Father 
Sheehy and Dillon, made a bitter attack on 
Forster, Chief Secretary for Ireland. He 
said the arris' of Father Sheehy excited even 
a stronger feeling than if Archbishop Crokr 
had been arrested. It was perhaps deemed 
safer to arrest a curate than an Archbishcp, 
but though the set was cowardly it was by 
no means safe. He proceeded to attack the 
Government for assisting to evict a poverty- 
stricken people, and stigmatized the recent 
circular urging the police to greater vigilance 
as a direct incitement to the fabrication cf 
etidenie. 
Forster ssi 1 he refused to dwell upon 
O’Donnell’s assertions because they are un­ 
founded. He had hitherto refrained from 
entering upon the particulars of Dillon’s ar­ 
rest because he feared it might endanger the 
safety and even the lives of particular indi­ 
viduals. He then proceeded to quote from 
the incendiary speeches of Dillon and Father 
Sheehy. Forster admitted that the Govern­ 
ment had proclaimed Dublin in order to be 
able to arrest Dillon. They could not, he 
said, arrest people 
fur “ Boycotting” 
where it only meant exclusive dealing, 
but when it put people in personal danger 
they had made arrests, and would do so 
again. If the Government saw a conspiracy 
to commit robbery by armed resistance to the 
law, they would not allow the conspiracy to 
succeed, even though the persons to be robbed 
were landlords. They would arrest the in­ 
stigators and abettors of outrages, were they 
members of Parliament or of the Land 
League, or clergymen. He looked forward, 
he said, with some alarm at what was going 
on, but hoped that by sending an overwhelm­ 
ing force wherever resistance was expected 
they would be able to maintain peace. 
O’Sullivan, Home Rule member for Lim­ 
erick county, moved an adjonrnment cf the 
debate. 
Callan (Liberal), member for Louth, 
seconded the motion. 
_ 
Gladstone charged the Irish members with 
not daring to face a division of the resolution. 
Parnell supported the motion for an ad­ 
journment. In the debate he charged the 
Government with obtaining the Coercion Act 
by false pretenses, and by gagging the Irish 
members ; but they would not, he said, suc­ 
ceed iu silencing them again. 
Callan was speaking at 7 r. m„ when the 
debate waa adjourned, in accordance with 
the standing orders.
